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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in the 
amended specification page 10, the instruction for placement of the last paragraph 
should read -Please replace paragraph [0015] with the following amended paragraph-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The amendment filed 8-24-2007 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
Introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: page 7 under the 
"Description of related art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98" 
heading through page 8; page 9 all text under "BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE 
INVENTION"; page 11 all text under "DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION". 
Applicant is requested to take out any disclosure that cannot be gleaned from the 
disclosure as originally filed. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his Invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The specification as originally filed does not provide support for 
"producing two independent and complete units of namely a greetings card with its front 
and back cover intact and a reply post card but no other excess parts, panels or waste 
material", this limitation therefore constitutes new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what is encompassed by the limitations enclosed in the parenthesis 
in lines 3-4 of the claim. It is not clear how these limitations further limit the claim or if 
they are even being positively recited. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 5,516,033 to 
Bernetich. 

Berneticli discloses a combined greetings card and reply post card wherein the 
recipient of the combined card can separate the greetings card portion (12,14) and the 
post card portion (26) by one single separation down the line (line of weakness 31), thus 
producing two independent and complete units of namely a greeting card with its front 
and back (figure 3-4) intact and a reply post card but no other excess parts, panels or 
waste material. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. This is simply art of interest and was not used to reject any 
claims in this office action.
